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7. Two persons who had seen President Videla over the past two weeks 
had told him that Videla had said that Martinez de Hoz would be in the 
Government "for a long time." 

8. The U.S. must be crazy to be throwing away so much business in 
Argentina because of human rights policy. The French and others will 
be happy to fill the gap. Ferrocarriles Argentinos would like General 
Motors of Argentina to take over the maintenance of all of its loco- 
motives. But GM executives say that this would involve financing neces- 
sary to outfit maintenance shops. This financing might, they think, 

run afoul of U.S. human rights policy. (When I asked "how," he replied 
that there was a bill in Congress that would put a ceiling on loans 
from U.S. private banks in countries where human rights problems existed.) 
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
